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1. In order to make sure of the crop from the kolkhozes in the Caueasus, the 
Soviet authorities there have adopted a system of ordering soldiers into 
these state farms as "volunteer" workers. They are also prescribing heavier 
punishments than ever for workers who sabotage production in the kolkhozes. .
